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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 6-27,30,31 drawn to cantilever that includes a geometric feature 
fortuning, classified in class 73, subclass 105. 

II. Claim 32, drawn to cantilever that includes electrostatic actuator for 
tuning, classified in class 73, subclass 105. 

Claims 1-5,28,29 link inventions I and II. 

III. Claims 33-46, drawn to method to detect surface feature with a particularly 
shaped cantilever by detecting changes in amplitude/phase, classified in 
class 73, subclass 105. 

IV. Claims 47-49, drawn to cantilever whose tip is located at a point of 
minimum displacement, classified in class 73, subclass 105. 

V. Claims 50,51 , drawn to method to detect engagement of a sample surface 
by detecting increase amplitude of cantilever vibrations, classified in class 
73, subclass 105. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions III and IV are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
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806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus can be used as a cantilever whose higher order 
mode are not related to the fundamental frequency by an integer . 

Inventions V and IV are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1 ) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus can be used as a cantilever whose variable is 
measured at the fundamental frequency. 

Inventions l/ll and IV are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1 ) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because all limitations of IV are not in l/ll. 
The subcombination has separate utility such as a cantilever whose variable is 
measured at the fundamental frequency. 

Inventions lll,V and I, II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1 ) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus can be used detecting cantilever changes at the 
fundamental resonant frequency. 
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Inventions III and V are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because all limitations of V are not in III. 
The subcombination has separate utility such as method to test for surface engagement 
with a cantilever whose higher order harmonic is not related to the fundamental 
frequency by an integer. 

Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because all limitations of II are not in I. 
The subcombination has separate utility such a cantilever for measuring a surface that 
employs a cantilever are with electrode actuator. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for each group is different, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
